Not Have to Depend on Rations

Washington.—The completion of the 
Sixteen cantonments for the National 
a/m y la one of the greatest construc­ 
tion Jobs ever undertaken by any gov­ 
ernment, and within three months the 
government 
has 
expended 
approxi­ 
mately $150,000,000 upon this work. 
whereas the largest amount appropri­ 
ated In any one year for the Panama 
canal was $40,000,000. 
Within sixty days 190 sawmills In 
all parts of the country shipped more 
than 500,000,OOO feet of lumber to the 
cantonment sites. 
Altogether 93,000 
kegs of nails were used; there were 
Installed 140,000 doors and 
686,000 
sash, while nearly 30,000,000 square 
feet of wall board w h s used for In 
side sheathing. 
When paved streets, telephones, fire

The American Red Cross, through 
arrangem ents with the British General 
Prisoners of W ar Committee, is doing 
this for the American prisoners in G er ­ 
many, of whom there are now 101, and 
a committee of 
the American 
Red 
Cross has been established at Berne, 
Switzerland, to do this work in the 
future. 
This committee will work di­ 
rectly under the American Red Cross 
and will take over all the work of pro­ 
visioning American soldiers and sail­ 
ors who may be held In Germany.
